a 0 The S-22 "IHnolovac" nine sweepers are the principal objects of 
construction,. They are smell units, about thirty maters in length, 
and hare two motors, each one of 400 HP, These motors are capable 
of a speed of 15 to 20 knots* Each nine sweeper will have four 
watertight bulkheads and will be aimed with a heavy machine gun aft 
and a 75 nm, small cannon In the bows. The proposed crew of each 
nine sweeper will comprise about 30 man* 
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
